Webster Grim, D emocratic candidate 


or State Senator, is conceded by Republi- 
cans to have at least 600 majority.

The Assembly ticket is in doubt as to 


Oressman and Rice, Republicans now 
claiming Rlce'e defeat and a majority 
of about 7B for Oressman. Gnlick. and 
Strauser's defeat is conceded. 


W. Harry Smith, Democratic candidate 


for Sheriff, made heavy gains and it is 
conceded that he has defeated Bonder, the 
Republican candidate,by a majority rang- 
ing anywhere from 700 to 1000 votes. 


Shaw, Republican candidate for Re- 


corder, was 225 behind when the last dis- 
trict in was counted.

James Barclay, Republican candidate 


for Clerk of Quarter Sessions, is certain 
to be elected as he had a majority of 147 
on the last estimate. 


The \ote for County Commissioners 


was also close, with the last ustimates 
favoring the Democrats.

Presbytery Hots en Revision. 


The eleven revision overtures to the 


Westminster Confession of Faith were 
acted upon at the monthly meeting ot.the 
Presbytery of Philadelphia in the Wither- 
spoon Building on Monday afternoon. 
The overtures were discussed singly and 
were all adopted after much debate. 


The final disposition of the revision 


overtures, which were drawn tip by>a 
special committee last year, was reterred 
to the various Presbyteries throughout 
the country by the General Assembly, 
which met in San Francisco last May. A 
majority vote of all the Presbyteries will 
secure the adoption of the overtures by 
the General Assembly at its next conven- 
tion next year. 


The greatest opposition at Monday's 


meeting was raised by Rev. Andrew Mo- 
Elwain," a retired minister, who is at pres- 
ent engaged in Ohatauqna woric at Deer 
Park, Maryland. 
, 


"I am a very old man," said Rev. Mc- 


Elwain, "naving passed the 85th mile- 
stone, but I think that the revision of the 
Westminister Confession is the greatest 
blunder that the Presbyterian churches 
have made during my life. I look upon 
the adoption of these overtures as the be- 
ginning of a controversy, of an eternal 
war, using the word in its moderate sense. 
I am on the step of the grave, I am soon 
going into eternity, and it is my heart's 
desire that yon do not adopt these revi- 
sions. The Westminster doctrine is the 
best confession that we have, and the 
gates of hell will not prevail against it. 
With all the affection of my heart I beg of 
you not to push this thing through." 


Despite the pathetic eloquence of Eev. 


McBlwaln and the arguments of several 
other alergymn against revision, the 
eleven overtures were adopted in toto. 


A tribute was paid to the public and 


pulpit services of Dr. Henry 0. McOook, 
when his request for the dissolution of bis 
pastorlal relations with the Tabernacle 
Presbyterian Church was presented.

The 
corpse Is burled in the floor and tho 
house pulled down over It, end • Na- 
vajo would freeze before he would 
make a fire upon the logs of one of 
these desfrted heaps. So the Navajo

mere circular hut of logs and stones, 
with a hole In the roof for the smoke 
and a blanket lor the door. In the 
summer tho Navajo woman loves to 
move Into a brush wickiup, made of 
grcascwood boughs.

Sack a Catastrophe 
Mean Far the Earth. 


Although it is exceedingly improba- 


ble that the earth may be destroyed by 
collision with a comet or some huge 
meteor, still Uie (act that such a con 
tmgoncy is possible is sufficient ground 
(or discussion on the subject and for 
Imagining what the result might be, 
says the Woman's Home Companion. 


The earth Is moving around the sun 


at a velocity o( eighteen miles a sec- 
ond, while the sun, with all Its attend- 
ant planets, li being hurried on toward 
the great fiery constellation of Hercu- 
les at a far greater velocity The very 
fact that small meteors exist pro\es 
the possibility of the existence In space 
o( meteors oMnqoncdvable magnitude 
Even great black dead worlds may lie 
in our path, like breakers In the path o( 
a ship Fifty miles a second Is not an 
unusual velocity for heavenly bodies, 
and some are known to move at a 
speed even In excess of a hundred 
miles a second, five hundred times the 
speed of a rifle ball. Small meteorites, 
•which reach the earth at a velocity of 
from twenty to thirty miles a second, 
are instantly consumed by the friction 
generated with the atmosphere Large 
meteors,, however, occasionally reach 
the earth, escaping destruction from 
their size, but are found to have their 
surfaces fused from heat generated by 
the passage through the atmosphere. 


Although it Is not probable, still It lg 


possible, that the earth may some time 
encounter such a shower of small me- 
teors, perhaps ^n the form of a comet 
that the heat of combustion from fric- 
tion with our atmosphere and the poi- 
sonous gases thereby generated might 
destroy all terrestrial life.
